j Following 1* Mr* Dlv an'a excellent paper, 
read b y b er to a large congregation at. lira r 
Ev angelical church last Sunday ev ening 
Many ol the congregation expressed a desire 
to aee ¡t in print, and at our aollcltaflon the 
speaker b ar kindly furnished u* her nmnu- 
acript. —Ed ] 
There are a great many question* of 
moral and religion« , iocial and financial 
reform that are presenting themselv esun 
b idden to the thinking, mov ing, acting 
conv iction-speaking intellect# and pur- 
| poses of the world, and ev ery new, im­ 
portant, pressing question that arises is 
almost immediately confronted with some 
master intellect, as it were, pelting it 
down from one side, while at the other 
side a mind equally b rilliant is v igorously 
applying his ax of wiidom.thu# making the 
literary resources of the present day v ery 
interesting, and I often think if some of 
the time and talent that is dev oted to phi 
losopb izing and theorizing on some im 
material sub ject, were concentrated on 
the proper elimination of some of the 
questions more directly affecting b umani 
ty it would b e far more b eneficial to our 
race. 
And as we come to you in the in­ 
terests of the women and the church, a« 
is suggested in the sub ject—'‘W oman’s 
Sphere in the Church,” we realize that 
we are striking at a part at least of one of 
the great questions of our day, and the 
little peb b les that may fly from our sling 
will scarcely make an expression, inas 
much as great minds are, in masterly ef 
forts, hewing at this mammoth question 
Home one has said, "the woman question 
is the human question,” and, my friend, 
whenev er you attempt to limit,or confine, 
or 
lower womanly adv ancement 
and 
achiev ement, you lower, and confine, aud 
limit all human progression and adv ance 
ment. 
Whenev er you say to woman as 
she adv ances with new. innale, aggress­ 
iv e ideas, b e is along the line of politics, 
religion or philanthropy 
"thus far shait 
thou come and no farther,’ you say to 
the surging muss of humanity 
thus far 
and no farther, and the general standard 
of religion and morals is lowered accord 
ingly 
It seems to us almost deplorab le 
that among some who are considered wise 
ahd good, the idea still prev ails that wo 
man in a sort of an appendix to the b ook, 
man. 
An ornament, not just necessary, 
b ut v ery conv enient. 
"W hy, of course,’’ 
says one, ''woman is inferior to man tie 
cause Adam was created Urst, then Ev e ” 
But Dr Talmagesay*. 'T hey don’t read 
the whole story, or they would find that 
the porpoise and the b ear were created b e 
fore Adam, so that this argument, drawn 
from priority of creation, might prov e 
that the sheep ami dog were greatci than 
man.” No. Woman was an independent 
crealiou, and whs intended, if she chose, 
to liv e alone, to walk alone, act alone, 
think alone, and Light her (tattles alone. 
The Bib le says it is not good for man to 
b e alone, b ut nev er says it is not good for 
woman to tic alone. 
Mary A l.alhb ury 
says, "The tree that lifts its fearless face 
to heav en, ami spreads its urms to the four 
quarters of the earth, and sends its roots 
(o feed from a hundred secret springs, 
was nev er grown in a b ox, nor cut (ty 
conv entional pruning kniv es. ‘ This men 
tal and moral largeness is as distinctly the 
b irthright of women as men, and while I 
do not b eliev e In claiming superiority for 
either sex, I do say we surely are enter 
mg upon the dev elopment of that new 
chiv alry which a woman of our day calls 
the "chiv alry of Justice,” which giv es to 
woman o fair chance lo b e all that God 
designed her to b e. 
An eminent Div ine 
of our day says no human ptiaseology will 
ev er define our sphere, b ut there is au In­ 
tuition tty which we know when a man is 
m his realm and when a woman is in her 
realm ami when eithar of them is out of 
it. 
Ami it seems to me. my friends, the 
b est and only way to ascertain our sphere 
is to let ev eryb ody 
man and woman 
b e 
esteemed according to their natural and 
acquired ab ility. You cannot drown indi­ 
v iduality and 
God-giv en 
Intuition b y 
b oundaries. 
Borne one has said Albany ami \\ ash 
iugton might a« well decree by legislation 
how high a brown thrush 
should 
fly 
or how tleep a trout should pluntre as lo 
try to seek out the height and depth of a 
woman ’# duty, and it seems 10 us woman a 
dufy lu the church is woman s sphere in 
the church, nothing more 
nothing loss, 
and the question of capacity settles the 
question of duty. 
Woman's sphere is not 
that for which she has uot the capacity, 
ability, call, tact or metal, tmt it is just 
that for which stie has the ability, capac 
lty and unction. 
Nome have to let us 
know in curious and various ways that 
they possess qualification» and acquire­ 
ments for certain 
work iu the church 
Sometimes this God given ability come« 
to light accidently. 
Nome must b e told of their ab ilities aud 
coaxed and urged to put them into use 
for God and the church 
Sometimes God 
« hows us our special work b efore our 
friends and associates see it, and often 
there are failures, and attempts, and st 
tempts ami failures b efore we realize that 
we are not mistaken 
But we want, a« 
women, to fully b eliev e that heart and 
b rain can on b eautiful pinions fly ov er 
and ab ov e ev ery b arrier that prejudice 
hab it or custom uiay set up, and nothing 
can keep woman b ack or down b ut the 
question of capacity, ami we don't b e 
llev e any judicial, political or eelessiasti 
cal power ought to hav e the priv ilege to 
say to woman as she attempts to till tier 
sphere in tb e church, (.from a sense of 
genuine conv iction, b e it in the pulpit or 
on ttie platform): 
“ Madam, thus and so 
is not iu harmony with your sphere, more 
ov er it iB uot in accordance with our cus 
tom or creed, hence we deb ar you from 
the priv ilege to so do.” To her own God 
let her stand or fall. 
He who created and 
endowed, shall He not dictate the sphere? 
And if a dev oted, consecrated woman 
feels that there are certain ways in which 
God is calling her that are peculiar to her 
sex, if such a one b eliev es that upon ht r 
mind and heart is rostiug the warning, 
“ Woe is me if I preach not the gospel," 
please, my Christian friend, don't slur or 
discountenance her, 
Take her b y the 
hand and with a "God b less you, my sis 
ter,” encourage and strengthen. Perhaps 
she already suffers peculiarly b ecause of 
her peculiar call. 
D on’t add trial to her 
already tried and disheartened soul. 
But 
while a few good women are b reasting 
the wav es of opposition in order to do 
their duty and fill their sphere in the 
church, it is a lamentab le fact that multi­ 
plied thousands of women are dismissing 
their duty b y flimsy, unav ailing excuses 
Who has not heard them? 
They are as 
v aried a* the natures aud temperaments 


(and I often think temperature# ) in which 
they are made. 
But my dear woman, 
though you adroitly place a mountain of 
ex cuses between you aud your duty and 
sphere in the church, don't you know 
God’s eye will pierce the mountain, over­ 
throw the same, ami fid the space it oc 
tupied w^h large, glittering, burning let­ 
ters, “ Duty behold your work in church ” 
(), my sister, the church is at present 
without any question giving unto us. right 
tn her borders, a place, a sphere of won 
derful grandeur and power 
Let us fully 
realize and appreciate this. 
Let us not 
seek so much for 
more 
rights, more 
power, more honor, but see to it that iu 
our true 
womanhood we improve the 
priv ilege# already ours. 
Indeed we are at the day when much of 
the church work is resting on the mind 
and heart of the female membership. Our 
ex perience has been that women form the 
majority of the church membership. The 
regular prayer-meeting 
attendants 
are 
mostly 
women. 
Most of the Sunday 
School tea< hers are from our ranks Look 
at the assembled congregation at the reg 
ul» r preaching service aud you will usu 
ally find that two to one are women. 
Wilkin the sound of the church bell at 
one of Mr. Divan’s appointments aton e 
time there were eight families where the 
father and husband was not a Christian 
and the woman in the marital relation 
was fighting the battle of faith alone. 
Who are the instigators of your preach 
ers' bountiful donations? 
The women. 
Who are the Instigators of a new carpet, 
a new organ, new furniture, or repairing, 
painting, etc., etc.? 
The women. 
Now, 
I trust none of the good brethren will feel 
Inclined to take their hats and walk out 
for fear if 1 keep on they will be so small 
and valueless that they will scarcely be 
recognized. 
God bless the noble good 
men of the church; if she only had more 
of them. 
But 1 know you good men will 
acknowledge that many a dollar for the 
Lord s work in gleaned from you by a 
busy, energetic, 
loving 
mother, wile, 
daughter or sister that would not he ob ­ 
tained without their earnest effort. 
Dr 
Willlta says: 
“ Whenever you are in any 
kind of a dilerna and your good wife say» 
'I’ll tell you, dear, what we’ll do;' you 
shall J ust put both hands behind your 
ears and double up your hearing capacity 
and listen, for you are going to get the 
very information you need, and a plan 
that you wanted and did uot know where 
to get,” and is it not true that when a set 
of women in the church make up their 
mind that a certain thing must be done, 
somehow, someway, (you tell why), it is 
generally done and well done. 
But the 
high vantage ground of vast opportunity 
arul responsibility upon which we stand 
tonight as women of the church, reveals 
an open door of missionary privilege and 
duty through which consecrated woman, 
hood may enter and engage in missionary 
work. 
Upon this much could tie said, but 
space forbids. 
But again since the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union is a Christian organi 
zatlon it deserv es special notice in con­ 
nection 
with 
woman's sphere in the 
church 
This organization with its twen 
ty-eight lines or departments * if work 
calls for ail the v aried latent, natural and 
acquired, that is in the possession of wo 
manhood today. 
It opens wide doors, 
widely welcomingev ery wife, mother and 
daughter whose heart b eats in pity for 
fallen humanity, to enter ami go to work 
This grand Institution which is causing 
nations to gaze and ponder and wonder at 
the wonderful work it is accomplishing 
and undertaking is the result of the con 
ception and exertion, the toil and tears, 
the v enture and experiment of conse 
crated women ami 1 b eliev e ev ery woman 
ought to tie a memb er of the W C. T. U., 
ought to b e a soldier in this army of white- 
rlb b oners that encircle the glob e, that 
takes within it* peaceful folds ev ery trib e 
Hiid tongue, ev ery color and kin, aud ex 
claims, “ For God ami home and nativ e 
land.” 
But while there is much to b e 
done and so many ways to work, tiow sad 
it is that instead of faithfully filling their 
mission in the world and the church,many, 
many b right, lov ing women are uncon 
cerned, indifferent and sinfully careless 
concerning their responsib ility, while in 
their v eiy acts am! ev ery day life,if not iu 
words, are shaking hands with 
Dam# 
Fashion and with tier are saying ‘ Count 
not a woman's v irtues, count her adorn 
ment 
Look uot at thu contour of her 
head, b ut,see the way she comb s her hair' 
Ask not what nob le deeds hav e b een ac 
complished b y tier hands, b ut 
are they 
soft and white? Ask not what good sense 
is her conv ersation, b ut -in what was she 
dressed? 
Ask not whether there was 
hospitality and cheerfulness in tier home, 
hut 
in what style does she liv e?” G, may 
God hasten the time when our woman 
hood shall fully assert the rights, which 
tier inuer consciousness, b rought in sub 
lection to God, dictates; and iu all tlie 
dignity of her God giv en power, with the 
Hash of div ine consecreatton in her e>e, 
am! the v igor of womanly determination 
in tier tone and manner, suv , "'Madatu 
Fashion, will you just please v acate the 
seat of engineer of the machinery of my 
d istance, I want my amb ition, my life, 
my mov ing out and on propelled b y a 
higher force and power, namely: God 
and the needs of pensb ing humanity.” 
Then, with this purpose, who can esti 
mate what prudent, practical, 
patient, 
consecrated inv entiv e, sympathetic wo­ 
rn *n shall tie aide to accomplish for God 
and the church. 
Let us not stand idly 
gazing into the future for some great, 
wonderful sphere, b ut let us humb ly and 
nob ly fulfill the little missions that coax 
iugly await us on ev ery haud. 
Let us eu 
ter the open doors so close b y,b ringing re 
lief to the suffering, food to the hungry , 
encourage ment to the down hearted.hope 
to the disparmg one 
Let us find our 
sphere in the faithful discharge of the lit 
tlei?) responsib ilities that come to us in 
the home, among our neighb ors, in soci. 
ety, that await us in the prayer circle, in 
the Sunday School and the class room 
Then will our mission widen and widen 
until the v erdict of the world shall b e 
Has uot woman b y her wonderful achiev e 
ments in ev ery line of b usiness and phil- 
anthopy; b y her unflinching courage in 
I times of danger; b y her deep sympathy in 
J times of affliction, b y her constancy and 
; cheerfulness iu adv ersity; b y her a« sist 
! ance in fearful catastropy; b y her wit and 
{ingenuity in times of necessity; b y her
